ORDER 

New Delhi, the 11th December 1971 

S.O. 5495.—Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that, for the 
purpose of securing the defence of India, civil defence and for the efficient con¬ 
duct of military operations, it is necessary so to do; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 123 
of the Defence of India Rules, 1971, the Central Government hereby declares that 
the restrictions Imposed by the rules and regulations specified below shall not 
apply to the loading, unloading, handling, storage, conveyance or importation of 
ammunition, explosives or inflammable substances in the service of the Union, or 
under Instructions given on behalf of Government, or for purposes of defence In 
the ports of Kandla, Bombay, Marmagao, Cochin, Madras, Vlshakhapatnam, Paradtp 
and Calcutta:—
